REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention is directed towards a novel improvement in the axial flow impeller 
art. Specifically, Applicant has claimed that the impeller blades include box shaped portions that 
define a seat having a diameter greater than the diameter of the housing of the electric motor that 
drive the impeller. 

Prior art such as US Patent 6,659,724 to Takeuchi et al. shows the hub of the impeller 
being sized in a way that the motor fits within a "seat" portion and US Patent 3,334,807 to 
McMahan shows the fan blades defining a diameter larger than diameter of the motor housing 
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Art Unit: 3745 

(See Figure 2). None of the known prior art, however discloses or suggests a box-shaped portion 
included on the impeller blade that would define a seat as claimed by Applicant.
